“We have indulged in building 
projects everywhere—in the reich, in 
states and in ecommunities—which we 
could net afford before the war. We 
have spent hundreds of millions of 
marks for things that later turned 
out impractical and unproductive. 

“There is nothing left for us to do 
but to follow the fiscal example of 
other nations which have climbed back 
after a lost war—namely, to consider 
earnestly what a pfennig is worth.”

New York Area Buying 


Power Exceeds Nation’s 

NEW YORK. Jan. 25.—(4)— 
Wealth of residents of the New 
York metropolitan area, in terms 
of buying power, is 35 per cent 
greater than the per capita wealth 
of the United States. said an analy- 
sis made public today by the Ma- 
rine Midland group of New York 
state banks. 

The wealth of the metropolitan 
area, as measured in buying power, 
is given as 12.44 per cent of that 
of the entire United States, al- 
though the population is but 9.183 
per cent of the country. 

The analysis was prepared as a 
guide to business firms. It credits 
the New York area with 16.285 per 
cent of the total industrial market 
of the country, measured by the 
value added to products by manu- 
facturing. 

The value of manufactured prod- 
ucts is given as $4,493,543,000 an- 
nually, 77 per cent greater than the 
per capita industrial worth of the 
nation.

shortage during the approaching win- 
ter gave us much concern. Italy was 
even worse off, due to her greater dis- 
tance from the sources of supply. 

The continuous manufacture of mu- 
nitions demanded a constant inflow of 
coal, the railroads needed an assured 
amount, while the troops and civil 
populations had to have their propor- 
tion. The French foresaw the gravest 
consequences unless increased quanti- 
ties could be brought regularly from 
England, and our necessities were tied 
up with theirs. Although the French 
themselves were not working their re- 
maining mines to the fullest extent, 
yet when it was proposed that Ameri- 
can miners be sent to assist them the 
suggestion was not favored because of 
internal labor conditions. 

We needed some 40,000 tons of 
channel shipping to keep us going at 
this time, and we would require an 
even larger amount as our activities 
increased. In an endeavor to make 
independent provision for our army 
on the same basis as the navy, which 
was being supplied from British 
sources, Colonel Dawes was sent to 
confer with Admiral Sims, only to be 
told that our navy in European waters 
could not furnish us any tonnage. A 
statement of the situation was cabled. 
to Washington with the request that 
steamers, possibly from the Great 
Lakes, be sent. 

As satisfactory arrangements could 
not be made through Admiral Sims, 
an appeal was made to Admiral Mayo, 
who was already fully alive to Ameri- 
can army needs. He suggested the 
possibility of shipping coal from 
America in naval colliers, or as bal- | 
last for our transports.

The outcome of our efforts, with | 
the very effective assistance of Ad-' 
miral Mayo, was that some colliers, | 
one of which was already at Brest. | 
were ordered into service for imme- ; 
(liate use, and these were supplemented | 
later by vessels from the _ shipping | 
board. An organization of Cross: | 
channel service was completed under | 
the control of our quartermaster de- | 
partment and later transferred to the 
transportation department. Although 
the coal question became more or less | 
critical at various times during the 
winter, in the main we were fairly 
well supplied.

CANNES, France, Jan. 25.—(4)— 
Record Man, a son of Romagny out 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Jan. 25.—(?)— 
Wallace J. Pierpont, mayor of Sa- 
vannah at the outbreak of war be- 
tween Germany and the United States, 


today made public for the first time 
the story of how T. H. Laird, har- 
bor master in 1917, prevented bottling 
up of the port by the interned Ger- 
man steamship Hohenfelde. 

According to Pierpont’s account, 
Captain Laird ‘noted in April, 1917, 
that the Hohenfelde’s stern was grad- 
ually coming out into the channel 
stream from a slip in the Seaboard 
Air Line docks on Hutchinson Island, 
across the river from the city. The 
captain reported the matter to the 
mayor, who ordered the ships posi- 
tion changed. 

Pierpont said he learned that the 
German plan was for the Hohenfelde 
to ease out into the river on ebb tide 
by loosing the forward lines at night 
and swing across the river channel. 
Then she would have been scuttled, 
sinking and blocking the whole of 
the harbor from opposite Lincoln 
street to where large plants were 


operating on supplies and _ building 
ships for America and the allies. 

Captain Hulst, master of the Hohen- 
felde, objected to the transfer of his 
vessel, Pierpont said, but it was 
moved anyway to a location where it 
could not drift into the channel. The 
ship’s machinery was found unusable 
because of tampering. Later she was 
taken to Charleston, S. C., and soon 
put into American service. 

Pierpont said that later develop- 
ments indicated the Germans plan- 
ned to sink ships similarly in various 
harbors and one was sunk across the 
Ashley river channel at Charleston. 
Had the Hohenfelde been sunk here 
it would have taken considerable time 
and labor to clear at the harbor at 
a period when supplies of all kinds 
were being rushed out of the port. 

Captain Hulst eventually was ar- 
rested by federal officials and charged 
with having government maps and 
with making a trip to Port Royal. 
Finally, he, his wife and the crew of 
the Hohenfelde were taken to New 
Orlears. Their later movements are 
not known here.
